“The resistance of my own people 
is something for which I couldn't be 
prepared. Surely the world knows

Naval Bases in the Pacific 
| Should Be Reduced in Interest 
of Peace, Tokio Paper Declares

TOKIO, Oct...28.—The Toklo =| 
diecussing armaments and the Pa- 
cific fortifications, says: 

“The United States has established 
naval bases in Pacific islands far 
from her shores, and has been very 
eager of late to extend them. This 
may~clearly be regarded as often- 
sive operations against Japan. It a 
dlsarmament agreement is to be car- 
ried out so that the peace of the Pa- 
cific can be actually insured, it 16 
necessary that those naval bases 
should be reduced or limited in order 
to eliminate the cause of a menace. 

“As it is conducive to the mainte | 
nance of peace not to erect arma- 
ments in islands far away, it is prop- | 
er that the equipment in Hawali and 
Guam should be abolished, but when 
this is considered as a practical 
question it will be clearly difficult to 
reach an agreement for total aboli- 
tion, since about $40,000,000 has al- 
ready been invested in the two 
islands. 

“If abolition is difficult Japan can 
only urge reduction to attain the de- 
sirable end. It does not necessarily 
require abolition to prevent the 
American outposts in he Pacific 
from becoming an offensive menace. 
In view of the fact that reduction is 
easier than abolition, we hope for the 
former» In other words, docks, 
piers, rxepairing.- works, mooring 
places, waterworks and breakwaters 
should not be further extended. The 
fixed equipment should thus be re- 
stricted to the present scale, and at 
the same time the greater portion of 
tun powder, fuel and other munitions 
of war should be sotd or destroyed. 


The storage of a large quantity of 
purely warlike supplies is a menace. 
and as such it should be disposed of 
in any manner that may be regarded 
as suitable. In short, equipment 
which would be unnecessary if it 
were not to be used for offensive 
purposes in the Pacific, should be 
most rigorously restricted, not only 
for the sake of peace in the Pacific, 
but as a fundamental condition of 
the effective realization of a reduc- 
tion of naval forces. 
Pcart Harbor and Guam. 

“It is assumed that the equip- 
ment in Pearl Harbor and Guam has 
been planned in the belief that naval 
battles will certainly occur in the 
Pacific. About $25,000,000 has been 
éxpénded on each piace, and it is 
generally known that a further $10,- 
000,000 will be used for each during 
the next five years to make them 
first-class naval bases. This makes 
it clearer that Japan cannot but en-

dent menace. .Such is Japan’s po- 
sition in regard to the American 
equipment in Guam. Not only is it 
| proper that Japan should urge a re- 
duction of armaments in Guam and 
Pearl Bay, but this is absolutely nec- 
essary for the sake of peace between 
Japan and the United States. 

“The situation would be different 
if preparations were to be made to 
secure the supremacy of the Pacific 
in anticipation of a naval war, but 
if peace is to be established in the 
Pacific and the ideal of a naval re- 
duction to de realized by co-opera- 
tion between Japan and the United 


States the two countries should by 


all means establish an agreement 
for the reduction of naval bases for 
offensive opérations and perhaps 
such an agreement can be easily 
reached. 

“It is to be hoped that the Japa- 
nese authorities will make it clear 
at the.

FOUR NEW TOWBOATS. 
~ TOBE HERE TUESDAY 


Vessels, to Be Completed in St. 
Louis for Upper River, Have 
Latest Equipment. 


The towboats Missouri, Illinois, 
Iowa and Minnesota, which are pro- 
ceeding down the river from Still- 
water, Minn., are expected to arrive 
in St. Louis Tuesday. | 

They form the power of the new 
fleet built by the Federal Govern- 
ment to carry iron ore and coal be- 
tween St. Louis and St. Paul. Nine- 
teen 300-foot ‘open barges to com- 
plete the fleet already are construct- 
ed and in the harbor here. The 
fleet will be put into commission 
next spring, after tryouts this winter 
in the lower river. 

The towboats cost approximately | 
$360,000 each. Two are completed | 
and proceeding under their oon 
steam with the other two in tow. | 
The boats have 2000 indicated herse- | 
power, the most powerful ever built 
for river use, and, in contrast to the 
new tunnel-type in use on the lower 
river, are stern-wheelers. Their 
wheels are 40 by 22 feet, the largest 
ever constructed in America for river 
navigation. 

Draw Only Four Feet of Water. | 

The boats are not designed to car- | 
ry passengers or for package freight. 
They are 265 feet long, have a beam 
of 58 feet and are designed to draw 
only four feet of water, which will 
permit their continuous navigation 
of the upper river during the open 
season. 

The equipment of the boats is 
modern in the last detail. They are } 
designed for a crew of 25 officers 
and men, but can accommodate 40 
in an emergency. There are 11 dou- 
ble staterooms in addition to the 
crew quarters. The boats have a re- 
frigeration plant, electric lights and 
water clarifying and softening sys- 
tems. Telephone systems extend 
throughout the boats. A motor 
launch for communicating with the 
shore for mail and minor supplies is | 
swung upon a five-ton derrick for 
davits. | 

Boats. Made of Steel. 

The construction of the boats is 
steel, ‘making them ‘Virtually fire- | 
proof and nonsinkable. They will 
burn coal for fuel, but are equipped 
also so that a quick shift to oil can 
be made. Maj. D. C. Jones, United 
States Engineer Corps, stationed at 
St. Louls; William S. Mitchell, engi- 
neer in charge of the St. Louis dis- 
trict, and Field Goltra, son of Ed- 
ward F. Goltra, who will lease the 
fleet from the Government, are 
aboard the Missouri fleet. 

The boats are not yet complete, 
the Government having taken them 
from the contractors because of de- 
lays. They will be completed at the 
Arsenal here or moved to some 
point further south on the river to 
avoid the ice period. 


Cargo for St. Louis Firm on Way 
From Pittsburg by River. ' 

The towboat Transporter of the 
Water Transport Co. (Anchor line), | 
which has operated towboats and | 
barges on the Ohio River for the last 
two years, departed yesterday from | 
Pittsburg for St. Louis, carrying | 
10 barges loaded with 8000 tons, for 
Cincinnati and Louisville and a barge 
of steel products, including wire and 
nails, for the Simmons Hardware Co. 

The company has announced that 
it will undertake to supply regular 
water service between St. Louis and 
Pittsburg, as well as the cities lying 
between the two on the Ohio River. 
It also is planning to extend its serv- 
ice south on the Mississippi from 
Pittsburg to New Orleans. 

J. M. Clarke, a representative of 
the company, is in St. Louis seeking 
a return cargo to Pittsburg from St. 
Louis shippers.

Briton, Who Will Write for 
New Vork World and Post- 
Dispatch, to Stay at Least 
Six Weeks. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28—H. G. 
Wells, noted English historian, pub- 
licist and novelist, who will report 
the conferences on disarmament 
for the Post-Dispatch, arrived 
in this country last night at the in- 
vitation of the New York World, 


with which is associated the Chicago 
Tribune, to report the arms confer- 
ence, in Washington. He came 
from England on the liner Adriatic. 

The courtesy of expediting his 
baggage was granted by the Govern- 
ment. 

Wells does not look his 55 yeara 
although he said he had to be care- 
ful of his health. He has dlue 
eyes, a closely cropped -mustache, is 
rather thick set and dresses modestly. 
Until addressed, and though his eyes 
snap in observance before he talks, 
one might take him for a commer- 
cial man. . 

When he faced a battery of cam- 


eras, Chalilapin, the Rusian baritone, 
stood beside him on deck. Challa- 
pin’s chin was up in pose; Wells 
chin was down. He explained he 
had a dread of interviewers, having 
in mind some other stories of dis- 
astrous ones, and was politely aloof 


at first. He is set in his way and 
inquisitorial. He almost examined 
those who addressed him. If they 
passed muster he warmed up. 
Denies Disliking Banquets. 

“You know I feel the importance 
with which a young reporter ap- 
proaches his first assignment when I 
think of reporting the arms confer- 
ence,” he said. “I must have quiet 
to do my work. I don't dislike ban- 
quets, and I am not an invalid, but 
my voice is bad. I can't speak and 
I must conserve my powers.“ 

When asked for comment on the 
arms conference. he made it plain 
that he is not here as an English- 
man, but as a leader in the fight for 
a better civilization, which rises 
above sectional and national preju- 
dices. He will write of armament 
and disarmament for humanity. 


“Secret sessions would be a grave 
mistake,“ he said. There would be 
leaks and misinterpretation. If the 
conference fails it will be a great 
disaster. It seems to me they have 
extraordinary possibilities. If the 
conference peters out, there must be 
some other conference, because the 
nations must get togther to aid civ- 
ilization. Until they do that, the 
degradation that existed in 1914 will 
go on. 

“I am confident, however, it will 
not peter out. 

“If the conference goes on, it is 
bound to develop into some sort of a 
world corftrol, not only of interna- 
tional politics, but of financial, eco- 
nomic questions. They will be han- 
dled on a world basis. 

Will Stay Six Weeks. 


“Lack of faith, indolence, hate, 
egotism and patristic prepossession 
must be overcome fur the success of 
the conference. 

“The world was in a state of ex- 
traordinary hopefulness during the 
great days of Wilson. Then a phase 
of fatigue followed that and was re- 
sponsible for most of the failures at 
Versailles. The world is in a bette. 
state now. It is not as anemic as :t 
was. There are not the extravagant 
hopes there were at the end of the 
war; yet the world is hopeful-— 
healthfully hopeful. 

“There is another point, and a bis

At the same moment an automobile, 
further down the street, started up 
towards them. 

Victims Are Fired Upon. 

The two men fired at the paymas- 
ter and the policeman, both hitting 
their marks. Parmenter ran across 
the street to where a party of Ital- 
jans were excating for a cellar, and 
fell beside a wagon backed up to the 
excavation. Berardellip fell where he 
stood, and his assassin poured three 
more bullets into his body. 

The two murderers picked up the 
cash boxes and threw them into the 
automobile as it came up. They 
climbed aboard themselves, and the 
automobile was driven up the slope, 
across the tracks, through the square 
and up Pearl street to the main road 
leading towards Breckton. At the 
turn it passed close to a wagon that 
was backed up in front of a grocery 
store and the driver of that wagon 
got a look at the four men in the car. 

There had been many witnesses 
of the shooting, and a larger num- 
ber of people were found who did 
not see the actual shooting but who 
were attracted by the sound of the 
shots, and saw the men racing away 
in the automobile. Workmen rushed 
to factory windows to look: work- 
men scattered for cover from the 
excavation across the street. The 
crossing tender at the railroad low- 
ered his gates for an approaching 
train as the automobile came up the 
hill and one of the men in the ma- 
chine waved a gun: the crossing 
tender promptly raised his gates and 
then ran into his shanty. Several 
shots were fired at passers-by as the 
automobile went across the tracks. 

The newspaper men who covered 
the story that afternoon—for the 
shooting wes by just after 2 p. m. 

Y who said that the 
murders were Italians, or even for- 
eigners. What seemed that day to 
have impressed the witnesses was 
the probability that they were ex- 
soldiers, because they wore khaki 
shirts. es 

Car Is Found in Woods. 

Four days later, in the woods of 
West Bridgewater, a Buick touring 
car was found by two men out 
horseback riding. They summoned 
the Brockton police; five men saw 
the car, but none of them noticed 
what was announced two days later, 
at the Brockton Police Station— 
that there was a bullet hole through 
the rear door, made from the inside 
to the outside.

Sacco also be- 
longed to this club, though he came 
to Boston rather rarely. 

Bartolomeo Vanzetti was a fish 
peddier in Plymouth. He was sin- 
le., and had been in this country 
several years.

cording to his own testimony, had 
not been very prosperous. He had 
workcd on various contract labor 
jobs, and in restaurant and club 
kitchens, before he went to Ply- 
mouth. ‘ 

His customers were almost all 
Italians in Plymouth, and he did not 
make enough money by peddling 
fish. He therefore was accustomed 
to seek work on various buildings he 
saw being erected. P 

Sacco is a younger man. His 
father, he testified, is a vintner in 
Italy. He seems to have had some 
misunderstanding with his family, 
which accounted for his coming. here. 
He worked in shoe factories, event- 
ually taking instruction in edge- 
trimming, a skilled trade in the fac- 
tory. 

Sacco a Steady Worker. 

For some time before the murder, 
he had been working in the Three 
K factory in Stoughton and living 
near the factory, and almost back 
of the residence of his employer, a 
man named Kelley. He earned vari- 
ous amounts per week, going as high 
as $80, was a steady workman, and 
held in esteem by his employer. For 
a while, he wae also night watchman 
and fireman for the factory. 

Correspondence between Sacco and 
his family was produced to show 
that his mother had died in Italy, 
and his father had begged him to 
come home before he also should 
die. Sacco had been banking an av- 
erage of $100 a month, and at the 
time of the murders he had some 
$1400 on deposit. 

His story is that he set about get- 
ting his passports, and that on the 
day of the South Braintree shooting 
he was actually in Boston all the aft- 
ernoon on that business. The fac- 
tory records showed. that Sacco 
worked everyday for a long time ex- 
cept that one particular day—April 
15. Vanzetti’s alibi was furnished 
principally by Italians to whom he 
sold fish on April 16, and by a boat 
builder with whom he talked. 

Vanzetti was sent by the East Bos- 
ton Italians to New York, after the 
death of Salsedo, to see what .ought’ 
to be done. The New York counsel 
in the cases of the radicals, a man 
named Nelles, advised him to go 
home, to gather up from all his 
countrymen their socialistic litera- 
ture of whatever sort and to store or 
destroy it. 

Vanzetti asked Mike Boda to lend 
his car and his services to do this 
work, and Boda replied that if the 
garage had finished repairing the car 
he would do so. 

Decide to Go to Gaarge. 

Vanzetti next went, on May 5, to 
the hor Sacco, in Stoughton. 
Boda came out, riding in the side car 
ot Frank Orciana, who had a motor 
cycle. It was arranged that all four 
men should go to West Bridgewater, 
to the home of Johnson, the garage 
man, for Boda's car. 


Orciani and Boda went down by 
motor cycle; Sacco and Vanzetti by 
trolley. They met at Johnson's home 
and Mrs. Johnson—though she was 
not permitted to testify to the tele- 
phoning—as a matter of fact did 
telephone to Chief of Police Michael 
Stuart in West Bridgewater that the 
Italians had come. Following up an 
arrangement to trap Boda, Jonn- 
son told him that he would be ar- 
rested if he drove his car because 
its number plates were 1919 plates.

The hunt, apparently. was not for

The next day, the police gathered 
up some 20 witnesses to South Brain- 
tree. took them to Brockton, and 
asked them if they could identify 
Sacco and VenzStti as the men who 
did the shooting. None of these wit- 
nesses was required to pick the men 
out of a group of men; no other) 
prisoners were shown to them. 

They were arraigned in the Lower 
Court. and held without bail. Then 
an additional, charge was brought 
against Vanzetti—of taking part in 


another attempt at holding up a 
paymaster, which occurred Dec. 34,

1919, in Bridgewater, and which 
was unsuccessful. 
Convicted on Second Charge. 

This second case was tried first. 
Vanzetti’s alibi, the testimony of 
some 20 Italians from Plymouth who 
had bought fish of him on that 
morning, was not believed by the 
jury, and he was convicted. He was 
sentenced to 18 years. 

The trial of the two men was set 
for the May term of this year in 
the Norfolk County Superior Court. 
In the meantime, however, the Ital- 
fans and labor organizations and 
radical bodies the ¢ountry over had 
organized for the defense of these 
men. A fund which finally totaled 
$560,000 had been subscribed, most- 
ly in 10-cent pieces. 

In the meantime, a new compli- 
cation had arisen. Mrs. De Falco, 
an interpretor in the courts, was 
accused by the defense of attempt- 
ing to get the defendants to hire 
certain lawyers on the ground that 
they could influence the District 
Attorney. A double-cross was, of 
cov~-se, suspected. The woman was 
tried and acquitted, although Judge 
Murray remarked that she had acted 
in a most injudicious fashion, 

Feeling grew steadily. The Dis- 
trict Attorney said to reporters, 
when the case finally came to trial, 
that his office and he himself had 
been subjected to a steady stream 
of vilification for a year; that he had 
been quoted by Italians of the North 
End of Boston—the Italian quarter 
—as saying he had six bottles of 
champagne in his cellar, which he 
was saving to drink on the day that 
these men were electrocuted. 

Stories ran round the county of 
Norfolk that if these men were con- 
victed, the homes of the jurors who 
returned the verdict would be 
burned. It became apparent that 
getting a jury would be difficult. 

Five hundred talesmen were 
summoned, and from these only 
seven jurors were secured. Two 
hundred and fifty more were drafted 
by the bailiffs, who scoured the 
countryside all one night. From 
this additional panel, the remaining 
five men were obtained. 

Great Precautions at Trial. 

Extraordinary precautions were 
taken in conducting the trial. A 
bodyguard for the Judge was con- 
stantly on duty; the Courthouse 
doors were closed and each would- 
be spectator “patted” for weapons, 
before he was allowed to come in. 

Word was passed down the line 
to the radicals of Boston and vicin- 
ity to stay away from the trial, and 
no man was found carrying a weap-

n. 
The trial began by taking the ſu- 
rors and counsel to South Brain- 
tree, to the scene of the murders, 
and thence in automobiles over the 
whole route which the State said 
the bandits had followed to the 
place where the abandoned automo- 
bile was found in the woods.

The State witnesses sald that Ber- 
arielli, the murdered special police- | 
man, had had a Harrington & Rich- 
ardson 38-caliber, and that he had 
brought it into Boston to have a 
new mainspring put in. The gun- 
smith said he had had two such 
guns for repair, one for a new spring 
and the other for a new hammer. 
The firm had no record of redeliv- 
ering Berardelli's pistol to him, but 
assumed that it was delivered, since 
they no longer had it, nor any rec- 
ord of its sale. 

The State's firearms experts said 
that the two pistols used in the mur- 
der were a Colt automatic and a 
Savage automatic. The theory of 
the State was that Berardelli at- 
tempted to draw his pistol but was 
killed before he could use it; that 
Vanzetti had picked it up, and there- 
after, discarding his automatic, had 
carried his victim's pistol. When 
the defense presents its case, how- 
ever, a witness testified that Mrs. 
Berardelli had said, after the death 
of her husband, that if he had got his 
pistol back as she begged him to do 
that he would not have been killed. 

Experts Testify on Bullet. 

The State firearms experts next 
went into the matter of identifying a 
bullet taken from the body of Berar- 
delli. The experts found in Sacco's 
pistol, in the angle between the land 
and the groove in its barrel, a spot 
of rust. They pointed to a widening 
of the land-mark on the bullet as 
having been made by this speck of 
rust, claiming that the bullet from 
Berardelli’s body came from Sacco’s 
gun. The defense put in a number 
of bullets fired from the same pistol 
experimentally, the defense experts 
testifying that none of them were 
marked by any such characteristic. 

Finally, the State put in the po- 
liceman who arrested Sacto and 
Vanzetti. He had put them into the 
back seat of an automobile, and he 
himself had knelt on the front seat 
beside the driver, facing his prison- 
ers. He said that in the short ride 
to the police station, each man had 
made a motion to draw a gun, and 
that he had ordered them to keep 
their hands on their laps, under 
threat of putting a bullet through 
them. From this testimony the State 
argued a consciousness of guilt-— 
not of guilt in being radicals, with 
no worse punishment possible than 
deportation—but consciousness of 
guilt of murder, with the chance of 
being electrocuted so vividly before 
their minds that the defendants 
were ready to take desperate 
chances. 

The defense put on many of the 
workmen who had been in the e- 
cavation opposite the shoe fac- 
tory on the day of the shooting.
